This is ‘tthe household of faith,”

‘hidden ones.”’ 


There is a tie that binds them 
together. Itis not an intellec- 
tual, nor human tie, but it is 
love divine, St. Paul says, 
‘Oharity (divine love) is the 
bond of perfectness.’’ Still there 
is a closer union described by 
the above text, ‘‘Being knit to- 
gether in love,” or again St. 
Paul delares we are builded to- 
gether for an ‘‘habitation of God 
through the Spirit.’’

In Obristian experience there 
is a very deep place of revela- 
tion, and unfo'ding of the mys- 
teries of the divine.

is to 


open every behever in 
Christ.

To those who enter this place, 
there is a fellowship, a bond of 
union, a blending of spirits, a 
coming together, which is peeu- 
liarly the ‘fellowship of saints.”’ 
This is ‘the household of faith,” 
God’s “tanointed ones,’’ also His 
‘hidden ones.’”’ 


There is atie that binds them 
together. It is not an _ intellec- 
tual, nor human tie, but it is 
love divine, St. Paul says, 
‘Oharity (divine love) is the 
bond of perfectness.’’ Still there 
is a closer union described by 
the above text, ‘‘Being knit to- 
gether in love,” or again St. 
Paul delares we are builded to- 
gether for an ‘‘habitation of God 
through the Spirit.’’
